The notices were dated as of 
Monday, January 16, 1961. 

The Special Town Meeting is 
being called for the purpose 
of rezoning large tracts of 
land in Wilmington, two of 
which are already spoken for 
by industries which seek to 
locate here. 

An advertisement appeared in 
the Lowell Sun, Tuesday after- 
noon, giving legal notice of 
hearings by the Wilmington 
Planning Board, relative to 
the land which is to be re- 
zoned, 

One man who has sought to 
have land re-zoned, and made 
an effort to have his rezoning 
appear in the Warrant for the 
Special Tow Meeting has seem- 
ingly been blocked. 

To Be Remned 


The land which the Selectmen 
ask to have rezoned consists 
of four tracts, one near Wil- 
mington Square, and the rest 
in North Wilmington.

Shawsheen Avenue, parallel to 
the B&M railroad. Part of the 
land is already zoned indus- 
trially, and the new zoning 
seeks to enlarge this, so as 
to afford a better access from 
Burlington Avenue. 

Land now owned by Mrs Ruth 
|Byam and Eugene Craik would be 
jrezoned, according to the des- 
cription of the land prepared 
by the Tom Engineer, and the 
western end of the Industrial 
Zone would be opposite to 
Floradale Ave. 

The land is being rezoned for 
a@ suburban Boston firm, the 
name of which is already well 
known in Wilmington. The com- 
pany seeks to break ground on 
March 1, for a new building. 

The land to be rezoned in 
North Wilmington has been de- 
vided into three parcels, all 
of which are practically con- 
tiguous to the present Indus- 
trial District. ; 

East of Andover Street the 
land reaches from a point near 
the Daly farmhouse eastward, 
and on its southern bound fol- 
lows the high-voltage trans- 
ynission lines to the Benevento 
gravel pit land. 

There are, at the present 
time, no known purchasers for 
this land. 

West of Andover Street all 
the land north of Route 125, 
to a point near the Daly fam- 
house will be rezoned, ac- 
cording to the article as writ 
ten. A straight line, running 
east and west, from near the
